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!• The Association of Short Wave Radio Amateurs of the Rumanian Peoples » 
Republic (Asociatia Amatorilor de unde seurte din RPR - AAUSR) was 
founded in Bucharest in 19^8 by 20 radio amateurs. It was formed 
as an independent organization devoted to the study of the develop- 
ment of radio technique. To form any association at that time in 
Rumania, it was necessary for at least 20 persons first to obtain 
approval from the Palace of Justice. Approval to form the AAUSR 
was immediately granted, after application, primarily through the 
influence of Ernst CROSS, a well-known Rumanian engineer. GROSS 
later was elected president of the executive committee which con- 
sisted of four or five members. In 1948, he was director of the 
Rumanian broadcasting station in Bucharest and, as a radio amateur, 
had his own radio station. He participated in international radio 
conferences and, in 1947 attended the conference held at Atlantic 
City, New Jersey. 1 i

In the same year members were told they could no longer communicate 
with radio amateurs in non -Communist countries, but after a youth 
festival in 1953^ members were given permission to resxime contact 
with amateurs in those countries. Contact with amateurs in Yugoslavia 
was not forbidden but members voluntarily stopped all communication. 
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P months after the formation 

of the association hut after the currency reform of January 1952, 
this was changed to 100 lei every two years.
